According to coat of production In- 


vestigations conducted by tho United 
States department of agriculture In 
co-operation with the University of 
Nebraska In parts of Nebrnrica daring 
the past two years, the aienige coat 
of corn-fed cattle laid down at mar- 
ket was (14.61 per hundredweight for 
2,283 head fed In the winter of 1918- 
10, $1383 for 8,041 cattle In a survey 
study during the winter of 191S-20, 
and an average of $13.89 for an addi- 
tional 795 cattle upon which detailed 
cost figures were secured daring the 
same winter. The costs upon some 
droves were found to vary widely from 
these average figures, with tho major 
portion going to market the first win- 
ter (1918-19) carrylitg>an expense Mil 
of from $13-to $18 a hundredweight. 
while In 1016-20 tho costs of most of 
the cattle were between $11 and $17. 
The facts thus far brought oat by the 
Investigation would Indicate that dor- ' 
Ing the past two years, la the district 
covered by the survey, cattle feeding, 
was a precarious ventura, more likely 
to be unprofitable than not 
There 


was an average loss per head of $8.17 
on the cattle for which records were 
obtained In 1913-10, and of $10.09 and 
$14.57 on two groups for which rec- 
ords were obtained In 1919-2O. 


These figures are the results of tho 


first two years' work of a five-year 
study of the baste factors of tho cost 
of fattening cattle, which Is being con-

Feeding Plays Miner Part. 


The greater pert of the Nebraska 


cattle covered In the survey work of 
1818-19 made their gains at a cost of 
from 20 to S3 cents per pound, with 
extremes ranging from 12 to 48 cents. 
while of the cattle covered the next 
year the greater part made their gains 
at from 15 fo 35 cents per pound, with 
an extreme range of from 8 to B3 
cents. 
While economical feeding Is 


shown to be the major factor In the 
coat of fattening after the steer Is 
bought, the Investigation substantiate* 
the fact that feeding usually plays a 
minor part In determining profit or 
loss, and that buying right and sell- 
ing right are more often the control- 
ting factors. 


The cattle In question were bought 


at about the same figures in both years 
of the Investigation. In 1918-19 three 
of the droves were bought at between 
$8 and $7, but most of the cattle cov- 
ered In the study went Into the tot at 
between $8 and $12. Of the 21 droves 
covered by the detailed cost-account- 
ing method, 11 cost between $10 and 
(11. The weight of the feeders vaNed 
rather widely, averaging about 750 
pounds with but few over 1,000 pounds 
or under GOO. 


Feed, the mnst Important factor of 


the cost of fattening the steer after 
purchase, was found to constitute 
fro™ 75 to 90 per cent of all the ex- 
pense Involved In handling the steers 
after being put on feed. 


Wide Variation In Coat Factors. 
The wide variation In the factors 


affecting cost was reflected ID equally 
wide variation In the total cost of the 
finished cattle. 
During both of the 


years of the study the cost of the cat- 
tle rot ered In tfie surveys ranged from 
about $8 to 922 per hundred fattened, 
the average for 1918-19 being 114.91, 
and for 191920, $13.83. The droves 
covered by the cost-accounting method 
rtome<J a mn«*h nnrrower range, from 
$1O to S18 •» tth an average of £13.3?.

two booses today by messengers, the president said there are two 
waye-iw-whieh tdtt United States can lead in establishing thenioc-. 
trine th»t 'right makes might" in the world. These ways, he said,i 
*re: 
I 
First, by affording the example within her own borders the' 


will and power of democracy to make and enforce laws which are I 
unquestionably just and which are equal in administration.

Second, by standing for right and just as it effects indi- 


vidual nations.

The president declared that the display of an immediate 


disposition on the part of Congress to remedy any injustices or 
evils that may have shown themselves in our own national life 
will be the most effectual offset to the forces of chaos and tyran- 
ny which are destroying free peoples in more Hhan one part of 
the world." 


Wilson in his message did not mention the peace treaty or' 


the League of Nations, but submitted the following program to 
carry out the aims he outlined: 


First, immediate passage of the budget bill. 
Second, strict economy in government apropriations. 
Third, immediate revision of the tax laws. 
Fourth, adequate provisions for disabled soldiers and sail- 


ors. 


Fifth, government loan to Armenia. 
Sixth, granting of independence to the Philippines. 
In addition, the president repeated the recommendations he 


made in previous messages urging encouragement of manufac- 
turing of dye stuffs and relating chemicals; laws controlling cold 
storage, and a federal license for all corporations engaged in in- 
t«r-etato commerce as a means of reducing the coat of living. 


The president told Congress that the best way to aid 


straggling democracy in other parts of the world is to prove 
that treat democracies can keep house as successfully as any ( 
other government. Passage of the budget bill is the first/ step in, 
this direction) he said, and he urged it to be one of the first 
acts of the present session. He said the government's fiscal( 
policy must be determined with relation to the maturing 
ofi 


97,oOOrOOO worth of securities within two and one-half years.' 
Rigid economy and sound administration will produce a surplus < 
that can be applied to the floating debt, he said. Simplicity of in- 
come and profit taxes has become "an immediate necessity," the 
president declared.

on the farm and the severe damage 
done to crops, such aa corn, cockle- 
burs also occasionally kill twin* and 
young cattle.

ment Circular 109. Issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
cockleburs do not grow very luxuriant- 
ly In grain fields until after the re- 
moval of the crop; th« coeklebors 
should then be plowed under before 
they mature needs. In the North early, 
fall plowing before the need ripens fi' 
always good practice for controlling 
this weed. 


The weed may be destroyed by the 


me of any good shading crop, such aa 
buckwheat, soy beans or cowpens. 
Clover is particularly useful In sub- 
duing cbcklebur. Close grazing with 
sheep, especially In grain stubble. Is 
a very useful practice. In heavily In- 
fested area's mowing and burning bare 
been successfully practiced. Plants In 
waste plac«n should be removed by 
mowing before burs are formed, of, 
better still, by hand removal following 
rnm. when the ground Is soft

The removal of cocktebur* from waste 
areas Is of special Importance, because 
the burs from a single plant nay 
spread to nil parts of the farm, since 
they adhere readily to the clothing of 
passers-by or to the coats of animal*.
